Lyons, N. Y., August 20.—Nine hun- 
dred and thirty miles from his starting 
point, Harry M. Atwood, the young 
Boston aviator, who is fast approach- 
ing the world's long-distance record in 
his flight from St. Louis to New York, 
landed in a field in Lyons this after- 
noon, after flying 104 miles from Buf- 
falo, without a stop. 

Ascending in Buffalo at 3:20 o’clock 
‘Dp. m,, Atwood, who nas flown several 
days without a mishap, climbed to a 
high altitude, turned eastwarg and, hit 
by a brisk wind from the west, shot 
over towns and villages at a speed 
which kept railroad telegraphers busy 
reporting his progress. He alighted 
in Lyons at 5:31 p. m., having covered 
the 104 miles in 2 hours and 11 min- 
utes. 

Four Miles in Three Minutes. 

In one instance he went 4 miles in 
3 minutes and on reaching Rochester, 
69 miles from Buffalo, he went around 
the outskirts of the city so fast that 
people standing on office buildings 
could not get more than a glimpse o¥ 
him.

At- 
wood now is 335 miles from New York, 
having made almost three-fourths of 
the 1,265-mile flight.

SMITH TO RESIN 
BEFORE OCT. 19 


Has About Decided on Time, . 


By Resigning on October 1, 
Special [Election Would 
Take Place About December 
1, With a Primary About 
Nevanher 15. 


Governor Hoke Smith, will resign his 


rumors circulated during the last few 
days and apparently reliable are to 
be trusted. : 

While he hag not made up his mind 
definitely on the exact date, report 
gays he is inclined to surrender his 
present office about the first of Octo- 
ber. 

This will give him six weeks to look 
after such matters as he thinks de- 
mands his attention, and will enable 
the new governor elected to succeed 
him to take charge before the begin- 


ning of the year. 
Election About December 1. 

If Governor Smith were to resign 
October 1, the special election would 
take place about December 1. The 
primary would take place probably 
about November 16. The only objec- 
tion to ‘this which may deter the gov- 
ernor is that the season in which the 
heat of the campaign and the election 
with the farmers—the cotton gather- 
ing period, 

However, it is a time when the farm- 
ers will not be confined to the fields 
so closely as during the planting sea- 
son. They will be in the towns a 
good deal looking after the marketing 
of their crop and the payment of their 
bills. 

The legislature must be called to- 
gether within fifteen days following 
the election, and under the plan above 
outlined, this would mean that the new 
governor would be inaugurated, about 
the middle of December. He would be 
in position to shape his policies for 
the year during which he would pre- 
side. The state’s fiscal arrangements 
are made in accordance with the cal- 
endar year. 

While Governor Smith has not indi- 
cated definitely when he will resign, 
it is stated on reliable information that 
he desires to get out of the guberna- 
torial harness in time to take a rest 
and arrange his private affairs for 
going to Washington. 

Qualify on Opening Day. 

Congress will meet in regular ses- 
sion the first Monday in December, 
and it is the governor's firm intention 
to qualify on the opening day. It is 
also probable that he will participate 
in the preliminary caucuses of the dem- 
ocrats. 

It is reported that he will oppose the 
re-election of Senator Martin, of Vir- 
ginta, as party leader. He is imclined 
to the Bryan view, which is that some- 
one with more progressive leanings 
than shown by Martin should be at 
the party helm in the senate. How- 
ever, Governor Smith has made no 
statement on this line, but if a fight 
over the leadership comes on, it may 
be taken as certain that he will op- 
pose the Virginian. 

The governor will be exceedingly 
busy during the next week reviewing 
and acting on the billg passed by the 
legislature. Opposition has developed 
to several, and there will be hearings 
on petitions to veto. These apply al- 
most solely to local measures. No’ 
general ones will be vetoed. 

It looks now as if he will veto the 
Marietta city court bill. Strong pres- 
sure for disapproval has been brought. 

As soon as the bills are disposed of, 
the governor will look into the matter 
of making several appointments that 
await his atten'tion. 

Name Education Board. 

He will name the appointve mem- 
bers of the new state board of educa- 
tiom created by the educational bill. 
One of these, it is stated, will be 
former State School Commissioner 
Jere M. Pound, now head of the Gor- 
don institute at Barnesville. 

The educational department cannot 
be re-organized as provided by the bill 
until the new board is named. 

Quite a number of local appoint- 
ments are confronting the governor, 
and these will be disposed of in the 
next few weeks. 

All important pending work of the 
office can be disposed by October 1, 
and, if he resigns then. the governon 
will have two months to prepare for 
itaking up hig senatorial duties in 
Washington. 

While he did not secure the enaction 
of all the measures he urged, the gov- 
;ernor is said to be pleased with the 
success of his administration in the 


matter of legislation so far. 
One Disappointment. 


Perhaps his greatest disappointment 
was in the failure of the bill making 
changes in the time for the legisla- 
turé to meet. A bill authorizing a 
session of days in January of 
every other vear for the purpose of 
organizing the house and inaugurat- 
ing the governor paSsed the house, 
but never reached a vote in the senate. 

An interesting story is told in con- 
nection with the bill. It is said that 
it made absolutely no provision for a 
session of the legislature in 1912. This 
was an oversight. It repealed the code 
section now fixing the legislative ges- 
sions, and, it is stated, provided that 
the next should take place in January, 
1913.

similar measure is passed 
at the session next summer, Govérnor 
Smith's successor will have about a 
year and a half to serve, or until June, 
1813. 

It is unlikely that a bill of the kind 
will be passed, as it would then be 
subject to the approval of the new 
governor, who might object to losing 
six tee Ah of his term. 

Another feature connected with the 
proposed readjustment of the legisila- 
tive sessions is in the matter of elect- 
ing senators. 

Senator Bacon’s term will expfre 
March 4, 1913, vet the legislature wil! 
be unable to cheese him or his suc- 
cessor until June of that year. I+ wil} 
become the duty of the governor to 
meke an appointment for the interim. 

The same is the case with rezard to 
j the term to be served out by Gov- 
;ernor Smith. It will expire two years 
later, and three months before the 
meeting of the legislature. at which 
the formal election will take place.

Lively fell to the ground, exclam- 
ing, “You've killed me—don’t shoot.” 

Snipes then turned the gun on his 
wife and fired again. By this time 
Lively hag arisen and aimed a blow 
at his son-in-law. Throwing up his 
hand in order to ward off the blow 
from his face, Snipes fired for the 
third time, the bullet entering his own 
left wrist, just above the hand. 

Wife Stops the Fight. 

Mrs. Snipes, after running a short 
distance up the street, came back: and 
engaged in the~ difficulty. Grasping 
Snipes’. hand, she tried to wrest the 
gun from him. In some manner the 
barrel broke and the chamber, con- 
taining two unexploded cartridges, 
fell to the sidewalk. 
his wife two or three !ticks across the 
head with the butt end of the gun. 

Mrs. Snipes told the arresting offi- 
cers that her husband accosted her and 
Lively on the street, and engaged in 
the difficulty that resulted in the 
shooting. 

She says that she and Snipes could 
not live peacefully together, ang that 
they became separated seven months 
ago. 

Snipes takes his arrest calmly, say- 
ing that his only regret lies in the 
fact that he failed to kill either his 
wife or her father. ;

Trafic Conditions in England

No Rioting on Sunday Except 
in Dublin--Railway Workers 
Throughout Great Britain 
Hold Meetings to Celebrate 
Their Victory. 


London, August 20.—The railway 
men throughout the kingdom are re- 
turning to work and it is hoped with- 
in a few days to have the great tran- 
sit systems working under . norma! 
conditions.

that the railway managers 
and their employees had agreed to 
permit a commission to settle their 
difficulties came the reassuring news 
tonight that there was great hope of 
ending the dockers’ strike at Liverpool 
and that the workers there shortly 
would resume their duties. 

No rioting, as a result of labor trou- 
bles, was reported “today, except at 
Dublin, where the police and consta- 
bles came into -collision with a mob 
Which was in sympathy with striking 
newsboys, who are endeavoring to pro- 
vent the distribution of newspapers. 
Numerous persons had their heads 
} cracked in the melee and several shops 
Vere looted. 

Strikers Celebrate Victory. 

Railway workers held meetings 
throughout the country today to cele- 
brate what they claim to be a vic- 
tory over the railway companies. With 
the exception of 4,000 of the North- 
eastern Railway Company, which was 
not a party to the strike settlement, 
and 3,000 Manchester men, at all the 
meetings ‘were passed resolutions. in 
favor of resuming work. The North- 
eastern company’s employees demand-

Washington, August 20.—Congress 


will adjourn before Tuesday night— 
possibly tomorrow—and the most 
strenuous session of recent years will 
pass into political history. The net 
results of the session, in comparison 
with the ambitious program adopted: 
at the outset, were not large. 
Canadian reciprocity was brought as 
mear reality as the eecutive and leg- 
islative departments could advance it, 


statehood was secured for New Mex- 
ico and Arizona; campaign publicity 
legislation was enacted In a form sat- 
isfactory to its most earnest advo- 
cates; provision was made for an en- 
larged house of representatives based 
upon the last census, and a few other 
measures of minor importance were 
passed, : 

A democratic house, the first since 
1895, seized upon this session as a ve- 
hicle to convey to the country the 
views of democracy on the subject of 
tariff revision, but executive approval 
rendered futile all efforts to impress 
these views upon the statute books. 

Two Tariff Bills. 

Two tariff bills, one materially re-- 
ducing the existing duties on woo] and» 
woolen goods of all classes ang the 
other placing on the free list @r-. 
ticles of machinery and tools used by 
farmers and amended.to include many 
other items, were vetoed by President 
Taft. He based his disapproval upon 
the grounds that the bills had not been

America’s Women Drudges. 
(From Harper’s Weekly.) 
Doubtless those Europeans who see 
American women chiefly abroad on 
their holidays would be surprised to 
hear the comments of two representa- 
tive American women on hearing the 
above title mentioned. One said, “They 
haven’t any;” and the other, “They 
have only one  \liberty-—-liberty to 

drudge.” 

In both cases the speakers had in 
mind the instability and difficulty of 
home life in America. Upon the wom- 
an undoubtedly falls the burden of 
making, in whatever circumstances she 
is placed, a home; and a home, if it 
means anything at all, is not a mere 
shelter, but a place of refuge; a place 
adequately adapted for the pleasure 
and comfort of a family. No one who 


but will admit that the English know 
more about homes. In the first place, 
they understand that a home, to be a 
refuge to the family, must have a cer- 
tain isolation. We, in America, not 
only suffer from the closeness of the 
family itself, the lack of private sit- 
ting rooms, adequate space and air, but 
we suffer terribly from being tightly 
sandwiched between neighbors. 

There is one thing the American 
woman suffers from—external public- 
ity and the penetration of public noise. 
No wonder Ser face is less placid and 
quiet than her English sister's. Sec- 
ondly, she copes year by year with in- 
stability of the home life. There are 
few servants in America, and those 
there are are a floating and unreliable 
population. Every woman who is at 
the head of a house is not a general 
overseer, and often an entire police 
force, but she is on occasion sepa- 
rately cook, gardener, housemaid, 
seamstress, mother, wife, hostess and 
lady; separately she is each of these, 
and the demand upon her frequently 
is that she be all simultaneously.

Positively a World’s Record. 

Officials of the International Aviation 
Meet Association tonight issued the fol- 
lowing statement: 

“Lincoln Beachy, in a Curtiss biplane, 
rose to an altitude of 11,578 feet today, 
or 3,529 metres. This figure will be sub- 
ject to a slight addition as a result of 
the vapor pressure which will be ascer- 
| tained by the weather bureau tomor- 
|row. This is positively a world’s record. 
Major Samuel W. Raebor, a government 
expert, made careful measurements of 
Beachey’s baragraph, and pronounced it 
correct.” 

The meet came to an official close 
when Harold F. McCormick, of Chicago, 
son-in-law of Jéhn D. Rockefeller, 
and chief promoter of the meet, cir- 
cled the fleld several times in a mono- 
Plane driven by Thomas Sopwith. Ex- 
hibition flights will be given tomor- 
row by all of the aviators who re- 
mained here an extra day to give a 
benefit performance for the widow’ of 
St. Croix Johnstone, who, with W. M. 
Badger, of Pittsburg, fell to his death 
last Tuesday. 

Rodgers ©Gets Duration Prize. 

The grand duration prize, the chief 
financial plum of the meet, was won 
today by C. P. Rodgers, who had been 
in the air over 25 of the 31 possibly 
flying hours. The prize was $10,000, 
in addition to all of the other unearned 
prizes, totaling about $13,000. Rodgers 
will receive half of thig sum, and the 
residue will be divided among the next 
two highest records. 

Thomas Sopwith was the chief among 
the aviators in point of personal profit, 
taking a total of nearly $14,000 in 
prizes. 

Less attention was given to spectacu- 
lar flying today than to the scheduled 
races and the gaining of an extra hour 
for duration. 

The 12-mile speed event for biplanes 
was won by Eugene Ely, time 13 min- 
utes 17.2 seconds; Lincoln Beachey sec- 
ond, 13 minutes 36.6 seconds. 

The fastest mile and a third lap for 
the week was made by Earle Ovington, 
in 1 minute 22 seconds.

Boston, Mass., August 20.—Lieuten- 
ant Whittier, executive officer of the 
United States revenue cutter Andros- 
coggin, dieqd at the Relief Hospital to- 
day from injuries received at the 
hands of thugs last night. 

Lieutenant Whittier, with another 
officer of his ship ang two friends, 
were returning to their vessel from 
the theater and were set upon ang all 
beaten to unconsciousness while pass- 
ing through North street.

Lieutenant Whittier did not recover 
consciousness and was taken to the 
Relief station, where he was oper- 
ated upen early toeay and a blood 
clot removed from his brain. He did 
not revive. 

A widow and one child survive. 
Lieutenant Whittier was 32 years of 
age and was appointed to the reve- 
nue cutter service from Maine, his 
home being at Searsport. 

Up to a late hour tonight the police 
had secured little information about 
the assault. 

All of the party were struck down 
from behind with no opportunity for 
sete aetepes, Walking with Whittier 
was Lieutenant Horace Roach, chief

SENT INTO EXILE 


Jose Villaverde and Nephew 
Deported by Order of 
President Gomez. 


Havana, August 20.—Jose Maria 
Villaverde, managing editor of the 
newspaper Cuba, and his nephew, 
Manuel Villaverde, an editorial writer 
on The Cuba; were seized today at the 
residence of the former, placed on 
board a steamer and deported to 
Spain. 

The Cuba has been continuously as- 
sailing the government of President 
Gomez and today, acting under a presi- 
Gential decree, a squag of police vis- 
ited the residence or Senor Villaverde 
and demanded admission. This being 
refused the police battered down the 
doors, seizeq the two Villaverdes and 
without giving them time to make 
any preparations, rusheg both on board 
the steamship Alfonso XIII, which 
sailed this evening for Spanish ports. 

A presidential decree issued _ this 
evening concerning the deportation 
denounces the Villaverdes, who are 
Spaniards, as pernicious foreigners, 
actively hostile to the Cuban govern- 
ment and hence subject to deporta- 
tion. 

The action of President Gomez is un- 
precedented. The Cuban constitution 
does not invest in the president the 
authority to order persons deported. 

The elder Villaverde was one of the 
most prominent Spaniards in Cuba. 
For many years he was managing edi- 
tor of The Diario de La Marina.

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CONDEMNS USE 
BALL AND CHAIN 


Dr. A. R. Holderby Talks of 
_ the Treatment of 
Convicts. 


“Bearing the Burdens of Others,” 
was the subject of the sermon of Dr. 
A. R. Holdenby, at the Moore Memor- 
ial Church yesterday. 

“The trouble with world and the 
church today is the spirit of gselfish- 
ness which dominates human nature.” 
he said. How much of sorrow and 
suffering would be alleviated if the 
law of Christ were obeyed. The bear- 
ing of another‘’s burdens is the very 
genius of the religion of Jesus Christ. 

“The church is in the world for that 
purpose. But is the church doing that 
work? 

“Let us take, for example, the un- 
fortunate class of people behind the 
bars. Who have greater burdens to 
bear than the men and boys who are 
shut up in the jails and penitentia- 
ries? It is the duty of the church to 
use its influence for the kind and hu- 
man treatment of this unfortunate 
class. 

“Be tt said to the honor of Warden 
Moyer, of the Atlanta federal prison, 
that the prisoners under his care are 
most humanely and kindly treated. 
Warden Moyer believes in punish- 
ment for reformation, and is helping 
to bear the burdens of his prisoners. 
His recent action in introducing base- 
ball and other amusements in the pris- 
on is highly commendable. 

“But the great state of Georgia 
should be condemned for the manner 
in which she treats her convicts. One 
of the great blights upon Georgia is 
the flendish and barbarous custom of 
compelling convicts to labor with bal}? 
and chain. Is the church doing any- 
thing to better the condition of these 
poor wretches? If not, then we are not 
obeying the Divine command. We are 
not bearing one another’s burdens. 

“Look around about us at the suf- 
fering caused by sickness and dis- 
ease. Thousands of our people are la- 
boring under the burden of sickness 
and its train of evils. 

“Are we bearing their burdens bv 
providing means for their comfort and 
The much-dreaded disease 
of pellagra is now afflicting whole 
families, and yet there is no hospital 
in which these can be cared for. 

“These people are naturally looking 
to the cMurch for help and sympathy. 
No church hospital; neither can any 
Other hospital admit this class of pa- 
tients. Shal we let them die without 
our help? 

“It is the duty of the churches and 
not the duty of the state to estab- 
lish hospitals for these—our brethren. 
If we are not doing this we are not 
bearing one another's burdens.”

Among them will be Paul Beattie, 
the cousin who swore before tHe coro- 
ner that he purchased the shotgun 
with which Mrs. Beattie was killed. 
He and the defendant will be taken 
from the Henrico county jail here in 
separate automobiles early tomorrow 
morning and removed to the tiny jail 
at Chesterfield, there to await the pro- 
ceedings. 

Beulah Binford, the 17-year-old girl 
who figures prominently as the “other 
woman in the case,” probably will be 
a witness at some time during the 
trial, but it is not likely that she will 
be taken to Chesterfield tomorrow. In 
jail as a material witness, she is as 
cheerful as ever, confident of Beattie’s 
acquittal. 

Henry Clay Beattie, Sr., the merchant 
father of the prisoner, is expected to 
be in court tomorrow, although he did 
not put in an appearance when the in- 
dictment was returned against his boy 
last week. He has been an almost 
daily visitor at the jail, however, and 
it was understood tonight that he 
hopes to follow the trial as closely as 
possible, and to lend his moral and 
fatherly support to Beattie at all times. 

Owens to Be Called. 

None of Beattie’s wife’s family—the 
Owens—has signified any intention of 
being in court at the arraignment, but 
it is more than likely that the mother 
and father, Mr. and Mrs. R. V. Owen, 
now residents of Dover, Del., will be 
called as witnesses as the case pro- 
gresses. 

The father was on his way to Rich- 
mond on the night of the murder and 


was confronted at Washington with 
his 


newspaper headlines telling of 
daughter’s death. 
Outline of Defense Unknown, 

The defensSe has not disclosed the 
number of witnesses it will summon, 
nor the outline of the case it hopes to 
present in Beattie’s behalf. An in- 
sanity plea has been suggested, but 
this has been generally discredited. 
The popular belief is that his lawyers 
will rely on the fact that no one saw 
the crime committed an attempt 
break down Paul Beattie’s story that 
he purchased the gun for the prisoner. 
Both sides have tenatively conferred 
with alienists with a possible view 
of the introduction of insanity into the 
case, but so far as can be learned no 
alienists will be in court tomorrow. 

Beattie is now 26 years old; his 
murdered wife was 28.

Some Doubt About Decision 
National City Bank 
Case. 


Washington, August 20.—Sec- 
retary MacVeagh’s attitude toward 
the National] City bank’s relations with 
the National City Company, will be 
made known this week. Attorney 
General Wickersham’s report to the 
secretary, advising that the relation- 
ship of the two concerns is in contra- 
vention of the national bank act, will 
be made public at the same time. 

Whether Secretary MacVeagh will 
adopt the attorney general's views and 
open up a financial question, natian- 
wide in its importance, is not known. 
Some of his closest advisers predict he 
will not. His decision is probably 
known only to himself. The bankers 
mest concerned are much puzzled. 

One of the principal points upon 
which the decision will hinge is 
whether the bank stocks held by the 
National City Company are the bona 


fide property of the stockholders of, 
that concern, or in fact, the property| 


of the National City Bank. It has 
been represented to Secretary Mac- 
Veagh that the stocks now owned by 
the National City Company were paid 
for in cash by its stockholders. About 
$8,500,000 was the sum turned over 
and of that amount approximately 


$5,500,000 represents bank stocks. It 
is pointed out that if the stocks are 
the bona fide property of the Nation- 
al City Company no section of the 
national bank act has been violated. 
Secretary MacVeagh’s decision is ex- 
pected to deal largely with that fea- 
ture. The secretary's opinion may ‘not 
deal definitely with the relationship of 
national banks to trust companies. The 
attorney general has given no specific 
opinion of that feature and it may

- STAUNTON PLAN LIKE ATLANTA’S. 


While Atlanta worked out her own new plan of municipal gov- 
ernment without hunting about for precedent, in accordance with 
the views of her leading citizens most interested in effective busi- 
hess government, the system which Atlanta has decided to adopt is 
by no means new ofr unique in its basic elements. : 

Although the details of government plans in European cities 


- 


prototype of the new Atlanta charter is found. But before Atlanta, 


turned the administration of municipal affairs over to a bonded gen- 
eral manager. 

In Staunton the city council is retained, but for legislative pur- 
poses only; while the general manager is like the head of a great 
corporation, devoting his entire time to the city’s executive affairs, 
which have been placed wholly within his jurisdiction. 

Staunton, like Atlanta, was “board-ridden.” There, however, 
| the hoards, each in charge of some department, took the shape of 
council committees; so that the city council had not only the leg- 
islative, but practically all of the exeoutive functions. 

Unlike Atlanta, on the other hand, Staunton did not have to 
go to the Virginia legislature to bring about essential changes to 
put municipal government on a business basis. Council itself 


——} passed’ the ordinance creating the office of general manager and sur- 


rendering to him the executive functions which, through its numer- 
ous committees, it had formerly exercised. 

It would be quite interesting to know just how it was man- 
aged! 

The essential difference between the Staunton and the Atlanta 
plans is that the latter has five commissioners or general managers, 
exercising executive functions in their respective spheres, instead 
of one. ? 
| With the smaller population—Staunton has but 12,000—it is 
comparatively an easy matter for a single commissioner or general 
manager, as Staunton prefers to call him, to exercise afl of the ex- 
ecutive functions, a thing that would be practically impossible in 
Atlanta with her 160,000 inhabitants. 

But the basic principle is the same—separation of the legisla- 
tive and executive functions, elimination of political boards and 
the ward politician, and the placing of responsibility in men who 
derive their authority directly from the whole people. 

Staunton has had two years of the new plan and it has proven 
an eminent success, and Atlanta proposes to get from it similar 
relief from slipshod, inefféctive and unbusinesslike administration.

Is civilization paying too high a price for the conquering of 
the air? | 

That is a question which will scarcely be answered until science 
has demonstrated whether the victory be possible. While wonder- 
ful things have been done by the one-man machine, nothing defi- 
nitely practical has yet been achieved; and some scientists, even 
in the light of present remarkable progress, are inclined to the be- 
lief that such achievement is not possible. 

Every great revolution which harnesses nature’s elements and 


to life; and those who pay the price are, often, the very men whose 
continued living might contribute most to world progress in these 
very directions. The men who lost their lives in early steam ex- 
plosions and those who fell victims to the first death harvest of 
electricity have been forgotten; but steam and electricity are man’s 
most powerful servants today, and no price 1s considered too great 
to have paid for them. 

But the conquest of the air is a somewhat different problem. 
The man on the ground has a chance of escape when anything goes 
wrong; but it is all over with the man in the air if anything about 
his machine gets out of whack. 

The two recent frightful casualties in Chicago again call at- 
tention to the tribute which this effort at air conquering is exacting 
irom life. One by one aviators have paid with their lives the pen- 
alty of the pursuit of this elusive principle, until the death harvest 
has become far greater in percentage than that in connection with 
any other effort to subdue the elements to man’s service. 

And the trouble is, the end of it seems nowhere in sight. Prac- 
tical, comparatively safe air navigation seems just as far away now 
as it did before the first successful aeroplane was constructed. 

Still it may come at any time, and when it does, the slaughter, 
the expense of it in the lives of men will be as completely over- 
_shadowed by the achievement as has been the case with every other

PROUD OF MORGANTON SCHOOL

Blue Ridge, Ga., August 20.—(Spe- 
cial.)—On the tiptop of a mountain, 
2,000 feet above sea level, 6 miles east 
of Blue Ridge, is the quaint little vil- 
lage of Morganton, which, until twelve 
years ago, was the capital of Fannin 
county. Progress and politics, mainly 
the latter, it is claimed by the inhab- 
itants, were responsible for the re- 
mova] of the county site from the cen- 
ter of the county to the railroad at 
Blue Ridge. ) 

But this untoward misfortune was 
really a blessing in disguise to the 
town and community, for obout this 
time a few progressive Baptists in 
that section conceived the idea of se- 
curing the old courthouse and estab- 
lishing in it what they were pleased 
to call the North Georgia Baptist col- 
lege, which thing was actually accom- 
plished within a short time.

J. M. Clement, the first president, was 
largely instrumental in launching ths 
movement.

BURIED WITHOUT CEREMONY 


Rome, Ga., August 20.—(Specia!.)— 
There recently died in Floyd county 
one of the most interesting and pecu- 
liar characters in the south, a man 
who was a pronounced free thinker, 
who was buried at his own request 
without ceremony of the church, and 
who had an affirmation of infidelity 
read over his body, which he asked 
to be laid north and south. 

He was Andrew J. Ables, who resid- 
ed on the Johnson farm at Crystal 
Springs and who was born September 
23, 1865 and died June 7, 1911. 

He was married twice and is sur- 
vived by his second wife, three sons 
and three daughters... Free thinking 
was not the only eccentricity pos- 
sessed by Mr. Ables. He did not be- 
lieve in physicians and never allowed 
one to cross his threshold. 

He was a follower of Robert G. 
Ingersoll, a man of fair education 
and wide reading. He kept a scrap 
book filled with literature of his be- 
lief. The neighbors and friends told 
many strange stories of this man. 
Some of them believed he had a su- 


pernatural insight into the future. 
It is related by his mother-in-law that 
just before his first son was born, 
\he Was seated in a chair in a brown 
study and upon being asked what he 
was thinking of, he replied that he 
was selecting names for the six sons 
that he expected to be born to him. 
Strangely enough just six sons were 
born to the couple. 

Mr. Ables had long been prepared 
for death though when the final sum- 
‘mons came it was a sudden stroke 
that laid him low while he was plow- 
ing in the fields. He had left in- 
structions that he should be buried at 
a certain spot, his body lying north 
and south, and that’ there should be 
no service at his funeral except the 
song, “A Charge to Keep, I Have a 
God to Glorify.” and his affirmation 
of principles. These wishes were car- 
ried out to the letter by the family. 

His declaration of principles was a

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BATTLE WITH RATTLESNAKES 


TO REMOVE BABY’S GRAVE! & 


New Orleans, August 20.—A battle to 
the death w'‘th a den of rattlesnakes 
will be necessary before a baby’s 
grave can be removed from beneath 
the crumbling ruins of Fort McComb, 
near Chef Monteur, when workmen 
begin their operations next year pre- 
liminary to the erection of the pro- 
posed $75,000 clubhouse of the Louis- 
jana Motor League. 

The site of the old fort is a wild and 
weird spot, the moss-covered struc- 
tures having crumbled away, leaving 
the large rooms, areaways, tunnels and 
underground chambers to hundreds of 
venemous reptiles, spiders, lizards and 
other creeping creatures. 

In the shadow of the walls of the 
fort a plain, white headstone marks 
the grave of the jnfant of Sergeant 
Smith, which was born in 1888, and 
lived five weeks. Sergeant Smith was 


a caretaker who lived near the fort 
with his wife, and during the twen- 
ty-three years since Smith departed, 
the ground of the fort have grown 
up with thick weeds and underbrush. 
A single plank serves for the primi- 
tive drawbridge that once aided sol- 
diers in crossing the moat, now a ditch 
of mud and water teeming with slimy 
moccasins. Rattlesnakes, 6 feet 10% 
inches in length, with innumerable rat- 
tles, have been killed recently by fish- 
ermen near the fort. It is said that 
if a stone is thrown ixto the “cham- 
ber of death,’’ where big rattlers make 
their home, the sounds of hissing and 
the shirring of rattles resembles the 
noise made by arousing a monster 
swarm of bees. 

How the workmen expect to fignt their 
way to the baby’s grave to remove the 
body and then bégin the work of clear- 
ing away the ruins of the fort have 
not yet been figured out by the con- 
tractors.

Boston, Mages., August 20.—Gamaliel 
Bradford, a retired banker, well known 
throughout ‘the cdvuntry for his writ- 
ings and lectures on governmental top- 
ics, and of the eighth generation im 
descent from Governor Bradford, of 
the Plymouth colony, was struck by a 
trolley car last night, dying of a frac- 
tured skull shortly after midnight

Mr. Bradford was returning to his 
Beacon street home after a visit to his 
son, Gamaliel Bradford, Jr., and while 
waiting for a car he was struck by 
the approaching Worcester trolley car.

\Views on Present Problems and Passing Events 
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A SIGNIFICANT QUESTION. | 


| The editor of The Constitution re- 
celved a communication last week 
. which sumlanes the recent report in 
the paper relative to the refusal by 
the house of representatives of Geor- 
gia to permit the state organization 
of wamen suffragists to hold a meet- 
ing in“the hall of the house, and which 
asks: “Ig there a record of any of 
these gentlemen ever su sting that 
the state of Georgia should refuse to 
ame I the taxes of women because 
taxation without representation is ty- 
ranny?’” The communication comes 
from New York headquarters of the 
National American Woman Suffrage 
Association, of which association Mrs. 
Anna D. Shaw is president. 

No, there is no record of any of the 
gentlemen who are on the committee 
oe the privileges of the house to 
the suffragists, havin in any way 
given courteous consideration to the 
question of whether or not women 
were taxed unjustly. It has been fre- 
‘quently said, however, in the state 
house by legislators and senators that 
when the women of Georgia asked for 
anything they would get i 

The. women of Georgia; as a whole, 
or evén in an organization of average 


» - 


number, have never asked for the priv- 
ileges of suffrage. Individual organ- 
izations with suffrage as their pur- 
pose have originated bills asking for 
the rights of suffrage, but none of 
these bills ever came near panes 
The largest organization of women in 
Georgia is the Georgia Federation of 
Women's Clubs, which includes a mem. 
bership of from 25,000 to 30,000 women, 
“but this organization of women has ° 
never asked the privileges of the vote 
or in any way been identified with 
political movements. 

Recent incidents tn Georgia through 
which women as a whole have been 
affronted, for example, the refusal of 
the state to permit women to be ad- 
mitted to the bar, have brought about 
a slowly but surely growing concert- 
ed interest of women of all elements, 
in the matter of what they will do in 
the future. 

The lawmakers will be put to the 
test as to whether they have meant 
it, when they have so often said: 
“When the women of Georgia ask for 
anything they will get it.” Not, how- 
ever, until the women do represent a 
call not of the few, but of the all can’ 
the test be made.

It is “to laugh” at 
this one, -for not only have the banks 
drawn through women’s departments a 
business they did not formerly control, 
for women before the new institution 
kept their money in old trunks, or be- 
tween the mattresses, but they have 
done a good work for women. 

The woman's department has taught 
women lessons about money they did 
not know before. It has taught them 
to save their money, and it has taught 
them that so often without money lIy- 
ing loose in their bags and pocket- 
pooks, they save by the second thought 
when momentarily attracted by the 
bargain counter; they stop jong 
enough to find a check book, and by 
that time they have come to their 
senses and realize they don’t need the 
bargain. The woman’s department of 
the bank, furthermore, helps women 
to keep accounts, and the patient, effi- 
cient women in charge of these de- 
partments can give lessons in business 
to many a woman who would have 
been the loser without the lesson, and 
all of this is done with apparently no 
trouble and no time loss.

For the menu serve pommes caprice, 
chicken consomme, crab meats in ram- 
akins, squab chicken and fresh green 
peas, salade mouselet, cheese straws, 
white wine cup, peach meringue, black 
coffee. 

Hints ontthe Dishes to Be Served. 

The pommes caprice are small, per- 
fectly polished red apples, with the 
tops cut off in scallops, as you do an 
Edam cheese, so that you can use them 
as covers. These should be decorated 
with a stem and two or three small 
artificial apple leaves. The center of 
the apple is scooped out with a vege- 
table scoop and filled with grape 
fruit, oramge, a little of the apple, 
some candied cherries, sweetened, and 
a few drops of Maraschino if liked. 

The chicken consomme is served in 
bouillion cups, with whipped cream on 
top, and finger rolls are passed with it. 

For the crab méat, which should 
be served, if possible, in blue and 
white ramakins, the crabs are boiled, 
the meat picked out and reheated with 
chopped peppers in a cream sauce. 

Squab chickens are very small fat- 
tended chickens roasted, just as you 
would roast a quail, and served in the 
same way. 

Salade mouselet is made by taking 
small heads of lettuce, cutting them in 
two and scooping out the center, 
which is filled with chopped celery, 
chopped green and red peppers, and a 
little of any fruit you may have— 
oranges, pineapples, apples, peaches, 
etc.—and a few chopped nuts. Serve 
cheese straws with this. 

For the peach meringue, steam 
elght large, ripe peaches until soft, 
then slip off the skins, press the pulp 
through a sieve, and set this on ice 
until thoroughly chilled. Whip the 
whites of four eggs to a stiff froth, 
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fadd four tablespoonfuls of powdered 


Sugar, and then beat in gradually the 
chilled peach pulp. Heap it in mound, 
form in a glass dish, sprinkle length- 
wise with blackened almonds cut into 
strips lengthwise and surround the 
base with macaroons and a wreath of 
whipped cream, colored delicately pink. 

For the white wine cup a delicious 
American wine is used that is made 
from a special variety of grape that 
gives it an unusual flavor. The wine 
is sweet and only contains 4 per cent 
of alcohol, which makes its specially 
adapted for a summer drink. To make 
this cup, use a glass pitcher holding 
two quarts and half fill with finely 
cracked ice. Slice half an orange and 
half ‘a lemon on top the ice. add the 
juice of the remaining halves, pour on 
a quart of the wine that has previ- 
ously been chilled, add several sprays 
of mint and a dozen cherries or other 
smali fruit. There is no sugar «df 
water added to this cup. as the wine 
is sweet and the melting ice weakens 
its sufficiently.

@reat booster for his section of the 
State. When he is telling you of the 
advantages Laurens offers, it is a dif- 
ficult thing for the average man liv- 
ing in some other part of the state to 
restrain his impulse to move at once. 

I was much impressed by what he 
said about Dublin, the progressive 
capital, last week. Dublin is un- 
questionably one of the greatest little 
cities in the country. She not only 
owns her public utilities, such as her 
electric plant and waterworks, but 
selle power ‘to several of her indus- 
tries. For instance, for power fur- 
nished the great phosphate works in 
that city, she receives $350 a month. 

And in addition, ghe derives a large 
revenue for power furnished @ number 
of smaller plants. Dublin sells this 
power to corporations at a lower rate 
than any other city of its size in the 
country could purchase it. Meantime, 
her citizens are not taxed to keep up 
her electric system, and the city gets 
its electric lights free. 

Here is an object lesson in enter- 
prise and wise economy which many 
older and larger cities would do well 
to learn. 

Dublin has now a population of 
about 6,000. There are four banks and 
there will be another one by Septem- 
her 1, this year. Ten years ago, Dub- 
lin had one bank. The source of her 
Splendid water system is artesian wells. 
The streets and sidewalks are well 
paved; there are geveral substantial 
business blocks, an elegant hotel, a 
beautiful depot, many handsome resi- 
dences and there is a most modern 
city-like air about this livest town 
of its size in the south. The list of 
industries is a long one. , 


Center of the Twelfth. 

Dublin will be the center of the new 
twelfth congressional district, and the 
largest city in it. There are three rail- 
roads, to-wit, the Macon and Dublin, 
the Wrightsville and Tennille and the 
Central. The public roads of Laurens 
are worked by convicts, and are among 
the finest’ in the state. No wonder 
farming lands have enhanced in value 
over 100 per cent in ‘tem years, and the 
tendency is etill upward. The farmers 
of Laurens are among the most pro- 
gressive in the south. They raise a 
world of meat and corn, and as a rule 
the farms are self-sustaining. They 
pride themselves upon their magnifi- 
cent stock, and the mules are the finest 
in Georgia. It ig a common thing for 
a Laurens county farmer to pay $350 
for a mule, or $700 for a splendid pair 
of these most useful animals. 

Much attention ig being paid to in- 
tensive farming, and there have been 
many instances where great yields of 
cotton and corn have been made on 
small acreage. 

By the way, Laurens its the banner 
cotton county of Georgia at present, 
having won that proud title from the 
big counties of Jackson and Burke. She 
came within @ small margin of having 
three representatives in the general 
assembly. There are eleven banks in 
Laurens county, and the twelfth will 
soon open itg doors. — 


“Plain” Dick on Liberty. 

While asking the Hon, J. H. Parker, 
the popular representative from Lib- 
erty county, some questions copcern- 
ing tts progress, Judge Dick Russell, 
candidate for governor, came up and 
said: 

“I'll swear |to anything good that Mr. 
Parker says of Liberty, county. It 
was the home of my people, a grand 
old county and nothing too good can 
be said of it.” 

Mr. Parker spoke of the great area 
it has upwards of 1,000 
square miles—and of the remarkable 
progress which it has made during the 
past decade. Five years ago lands 
which brought only 40 to 60 cents an 
acre now command $5, and lands which 
a few years ago sold for $5 now read- 
ily bring $20 an acre. Of course the 
best farming lands are much higher, 
but the general enhancement of land 
values has been great.

There are 
oyster beds and fisheries galore in old 
Liberty, and the output in naval stores 
is very large. Of course both short 
staple and long staple cotton abound,

One of the Finest. 

I asked the Hon. Ben Turnipseed, 
representative from Clay county, prom- 
inent lawyer and successful farmer, for 
a few points. Clay is one of the finest 
counties in Georgia, both in the great 
variety of preducts raised and the 
progressive methods employed of late 
years by her farmers. This is proven 
by the great rise in land values dur- 
ing the past few years. Farms which 
sold for $10 an acre several years ago 
now bring $50. There is much fine 
farming land in Clay that cannot be 
bought at any price. It is a good 
cotton and corn and wheat and oat 
county. The people are wide-awake 
when it comes to intensive farming, 
and much of the land is suitable for 
truck farming. 

A Prettvw Town, 

Fort Gaines, the capital, on the 
banks of the Chattahoochee river, is 
not only a flourishing little city of 
2,000, with three banks, a good watér- 
works system and two railroads, but 
with its picturesque location and the 
grand old water oaks, is one of the 
very prettiest places in Georgia. 

Later I will get some very valuable 
data from Mr. Turnipseed concerning 
hig section of the state, which has 
forged to the front so rapidly within 
the past decade or so. 

Like his father before him, Mr. 
Turnipseed makes an excellent legis- 
lator. He understands the wants of 
the people, and is always watchful of 
their interests. His honored father 
was for many years a faithful repre- 
sentative of hig people in the general 
assembly. He was a member of the 
house in the days of the old capitol and 
a member of the (first legislature 
which met in the present state capitol. 

The Great Highway. 

You probably didn’t know that the 
great highway runs right down from 
Macon through Crisp, Turner and Tift, 
all new counties; that the Southern rail- 
way alsoruns through them, and that 
these new counties have spelled 
greater development of that section of 
Georgia. How? By Many improve- 
ments, because they are new counties, 
and by paying about twice as much tax 
as new counties as they paid before 
they were new. This highway, by the 
way, is built of clay and sand in 
proper mixture, and is a great affair, 
running, as it does, from Macon on 
down to Valdosta. 


Turner County Prospers. 

Talking with the Hon. J. W. Hender- 
son, of Turner county, her representa- 
ti¥e in the house, he said some inter- 
esting things. Turner was formed 
from the counties of Dooly, Irwin and 
Wilkerson, and is the center of a fine 
farming section. The people are very 
intelligent, and know how to farm ac- 
cording to the best methods. They 
believe in keeping their money at 
home, and therefore, raise their own 
hog and hominy and many other sup- 
plies.

Mr. Henderson is a successful farmer. 
He cultivates about 400 acres, 150 of 
which is stumpless. He runs twenty 
plows. He says that the people of 
Turner county are improving their 
stock and their roads right along— 
another wise idea. Lands which ten 
years ago sold for $10 and $15 an 
acre now command $30, $50 and §100 
an acre, according to location and !m- 
provement. Some of the best farming 
land cannot be bought at any price. 
Many farmers raise a bale of cotton 
to the acre—some more—and 
bushels of corn to the acre—some do 
better. Of course there are excep- 
tional cases, the work being done on 
special patches thoroughly prepared. 
It shows, however, what Turner coun- 
ty can do. 

A Good Town. 

Ashburn, the capital, has about 
2,500 people, several banks, a fine 
courthouse, and is an up-to-date, hus- 
tling place. i 

Even the smaller places in Turner 
belleve in progress. Sycamore, for in- 
stance, has a $7,000 schoolhouse, a 
good bank, and fifteen business houses, 
It is growing swiftly. 


A Great County. 

Messenger D. T. Paulk is from Ben 
Hillscounty, and he is very proud of 
his county. He has a right to be. Mr. 
Paulk has been messenger two termes 
in the house, and makes an excellent 
official. He was formerly messenger in 
the senate. 

Ben Hill county is not very old—two 
or three years—but it is growing rap- 
idly. It is one of the best in the state, 
It is great on intensive farming done 
in five, ten and twenty-acre tracts, 
thoroughly cultivated. Western farm- 
ers have made the greatest_ylelds on 
such tracts. They raise their meat and 
corn. Many produce a bale of cotton 
to the acre; some two Dales. 

The roads are excellent. There will 
be some changes when convicts are 
worked. 

Property Values, 

Propefty ‘values are rising al! along 
the line. Not only is there good stock 
and hogs, and plenty of them, but

“They improve physical character b 
providing roots to break up the soi! 
particles and make them finer, besides 
adding vegetable matter or humus- 
forming material to the land, thus 
making the moisture conditions more 
favorable.” 

As a rule the leguminous plants such 
velches, burr clover, crimson clover, 
red clover, etc. are to be preferred 
for cover crops. I might say always 
to be preferred, if the soil is good 
enough tv grow them, and shall con- 
tain the proper nitrifying germs to 
produce the tubercles. But on our or- 
Cinary soils and all thin uplands w?> 
will generally have to rely on one or 
more of our common cereal grains, and 
of these the most suitable is rye, be- 
cause it Is so hardy, makes considera- 
ble growth during mild spells in winter 
and very rapid growth in early spring. 
The soll does not need to be inosculated 
for these non-leguminous plants, but 
they do need to be fertilized by means 
of nitrogenous fertilizers or stable 
manure applied when sowing In the 
fall, and nitrate of soda in early 
spring. 

It is not too early to sow seeds of 
any of the plants ordinarily used for 
cover crops. The latter half of Sep- 
tember is as early as I would care to 
sow rye or oats, or wheat for cove 
crops, unless it shall prove to be un- 
usually moist. If the cotton flelds are 
clean of grass and weeds a very su- 
perficial covering of the seeds will an- 
swer, such as may be secured by stir- 
ring the soil with the same implements 
used in the last cultivation of the cot- 
ton. The same is true of corn and to- 
bacco, but the corn fleld is the place to 
sow wheat, oats and rye for a regular 
crop—to be harvested next summer. 

I think the seeding of cover crops is 
often too scanty. The old rule for rye 
was one peck to the acre, but one bush- 
e! is nearer the right measure—three 
pecks, anyhow. 

On the sandy soilsa—as well as on the 
clay—crimson clover is in great favor 
as a cover plant in all of the middie 
and south Atlantic states. But it Is 
pretty apt to fail to make satisfactory 
growth on ordinary soils unless inocu- 
lated. Vetch—according to my expe- 
rience—is more hardy, not so particu- 
lar about solls and makes a larger 
growth than the crimson clover—lI 
mean hairy veach. 

But to make a long story short, no 
farmer should permit his cotton, corn 
and tobacco fields to remain bare 
during the winter. The time for sow- 
ing is close at hand for doing the 


work.

Mrs. W. W. J., Carrollton, Ga.—We 
have a fine Jersey cow with her first 
calf just 6 weeks old. She seems per- 
fectly well and looks well, but she 
does not eat heartily; at times will not 
eat at all, no matter how tempting 
her food. So we change it every few 
days. Some days I cook her food as 
nicely as if I were going to eat it my- 
self. Of this she will soon tire. Some- 
times we give her oat hay, or rather 
oats in the sheaf. This she likes very 
much. She has a fine Bermuda pasture 
and clear spring water. She did wel! 
when she found her calf. A calf was 
born was all there was to it. Before 
the calf came she was real greedy, ate 
everything she could get. 

(2) Also my boy has a beautiful colt 
that for two weeks has had a humor 
on her skin and she will rub ang bite 
the hair off in spots. 

Answer—I am not able to say just 
what is the trouble with your cow. 
You say “she seems perfectly well and 
looks well;:” then she must be well 
and her failure to eat at times may be 
due to the character or quality of the 
food.. Cooking of the feed for cattle 
is no longer practised by up-to-date 
dairymen and scientific feeders, ex- 
cept some coarse and otherwise un- 

alatable stuffs. If you give your cow 

or 6 pounds of good sound grain per 
day and she has a good Bermuda pas- 
ture to run on and as much sweet 
hay as she will eat she should give 
you good returns in milk and grati- 
tude. By “grain” !s meant wheat bran, 
corn meal, middlings, cotton meal, 
oats. Don’t rely on kitchen “slops” 
to any great extent. If slops be a 
good, reliable foog then there must be 


100 ' a considerable waste going on in the 


kitchen. Never change a cow's feed 
suddenly, or all at once, but take sev- 
eral days to effect it. Try shelled oats 
insteag of sheaf oats. Try bran, mid- 
dlings, cotton seed meal. 

Possibly the colt is lousy, or has 
mites on him. Get 4 ounces of staves- 
acre seeds, boil in % gallon of water 
for an hour and let simmer another 
hour. When cool add water to make 
up the original amount and sponge the 
colt all over with it. This will destroy 
lice and other insects and ig the best 
treatment for mange. There are s0 
many diseases of the skin that it re- 
quires a somewhat detalled description 
of symptoms to enable a diagnosis and 
prescription. 


QUINSY OF PIG. 


W. L. J., Morton, Miss.—I have a hog 
that acts like he is choked, but I toon 
a freasy mop and ran down his throat, 
but did not do any good. He will eat 
and is right fat: has a good pasture 
to run on, and have been feeding 
On shorts for the last few days: have 
been feeding on watermelons. He acts 
like he cannot get breath. He lays 


,around with his mouth open and can 


hear him breathing about a hundred 
yards. I have five more in the lot so 
T have moved the sick one off to 
himself. Any remedy will be appre- 
ciated, and can you tell the trouble 
from this description. 

Answer—I suspect that your pig has 
quinsy, which is characterized by sore 
throat, a swelling on the sides of the 
neck at the angle of the lower jaw. If 
the swelling is large !t will press on 
the upper part of the windpipe, causing 
difficult breathing and sometimes guf- 
focation. Give the pig all the cold 
water ‘{t will drink. Put half dram of 
chioride of ammonia ‘in half pint of

Canada. 


Niagara Falls, Ont., August 20.—As 
Admiral Togo motored over the upper 
steel arch bridge today gazing  in- 
tently at the misty cataract below, he 
concluded his tour of the United States. 
He entered Canada unofficially, be- 
ing received only by Japanese Con- 
sul General Nikomura, of Ottawa. 
After a rest here the admiral will con- 
tinue to Vancouver, from which point 
he will re-enter the United States by 
rail for a private visit to Seattle, em- 
barking there for Japan.

The Plans for the President’s 


Trip Are Practically 
Completéd. 


Washington, August 20.—Plans for 
President Taft's coming trip through 
the west and to the Pacific coast prac- 
tically were completed today. The 
journey will be almost as extensive as 
that taken by the president on his 
famous “swing around the circle” in 
1909, when he traveled more than 13,- 
000 miles and visited 33 states. He will 
break ground for the Panama Canal 
Exposition at San Francisco, make 
several score of addresses and attempt 
to scale the 14,000 feet of Mt. Rainer’s 
precipitous slope. 

According to the present arrange- 
ment the president will be gone six 
weeks. In that time it is expected 
that he will make close to two hundred 
speeches, from platforms, from the 
rear’end of his private car and at 
other places not on the regular sched- 
ule, Republican leaders look upon the 
trip as the most important politically 
that the president has mapped out 
since he entered the white house. He 
will go through all the states in the 
west in which they recognize the dom- 
ination of the progressive republicans 
who are counted on to oppose his re- 
nomination next year.

40,000 Union Men Meet, 

A meeting of 40,000 trades unlonist»s 
of London was held at Hyde Park this 
afternoon. The labor leaders congratu- 
lated the railway men on their victory 
and a resolution which was put from 
numerous platforms, pointed out that 
for the first time in history the com- 
panies had recognized the principle of 
collective bargaining, thereby conced- 
ing what always had been a vital prin- 
ciple of the trade unionists. While 
not accepting the terms of the agree- 
ment between the employers and the 
men as a final settlement of the latter’s 
demands, the resolution concluded that 
the men had decided to return to work 
and trust to the companies to give ef-. 
fect to the spirit and letter of the 
agreement. ' 

The strike leaders, in a manifesto 
-sking the mén loyally to accept the 
agreement, point out that the com- 
panies have agreed to abide by the 
finding of the commission, even if it 
recommends recognition of their union. 

“We have no hesitation in saying,” 
the manifesto declares, “that in addi- 
tion to having won official recognition 
in negotiating the present dispute, our 
evidence before the commission will be 
such that it justifies us in saying that 
before many weeks the railway work- 
ers will have won the charter long en-~ 
joyed by every other class in the com- 
munity.” 

Several Riots Occurred. 


Several riots not connected closely to 
the railway strike occurred at widely 
scattered points of the kingdom today. 
At Dublin the newsboys, who are hav- 
ing a dispute with the newspaper pro- 
prietors, started a row in trying’ to 
prevent distribution of the papers.
